b) at least about 0,01% by weight, of a transition metal-comprising dye 
protection system, said dye protection system comprising one or more 
oligomers formed from the reaction of: 

i) 1 part by weight of an epihalorrydrin; and 

ii) from 0.5 to 2 parts by weight of a substituted or unsubstituted 
imidazole; and 

c) the balance carriers and adjunct ingredients. 

12. (Previously Presented) A composition according to Claim 1 1 wherein said transition 
metal-comprising dye protection system comprises an admixture of one or more 
oligomers having the formula: 
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wherein R is hydrogen, Ci-Cis alkyl, and mixtures thereof; X is a water soluble 
anion; the index n has a value such that the average molecular weight of said 
oligomer admixture is from about 500 daltons to about 5000 daltons. 

(Previously Presented) A composition according to Claim 12 wherein R is hydrogen. 

(Previously Presented) A composition according to Claim 1 1 wherein said transition 
metal-comprising dye protection system comprises an admixture of one or more 
oligomers having the formula:

19. (Previously Presented) A composition according to Claim 1 1 wherein said oligomer 
has a molecular weight of from about 500 to about 5000 daltons. 

20. (Currently Amended) A composition according to Claim 1 1 wherein said oligomer is 
formed from the reaction of: 

i) 1 part by weight of epichlorohydrin; and

wherein said oligomer has an average molecular weight of from about 1800 to about 
2200 daltons.

27. (Currently Amended) A laundry detergent composition comprising: 

a) at least about 0.01% by weight, of a detersive surfactant selected from the 
group consisting of anionic, caticKuc, noiuonic, zwitterionic, ampholytic 
surfactants, and mixtures thereof, 

b) at least about 0.01% by weight, of a fabric enhancement system, said fabric 
enhancement system comprising one or more modified polyamine 
compounds, said modified polyamine compounds are selected from:

iv) mixtures thereof;

stabilizers, anti-shrinkage agents, anti-wrinkle agents, germicides, fungicides, ami 
corrosion agents, and mixtures thereof

a) at least about 0.01% by weight, of a detersive surfactant selected from the 
group consisting of anionic, cationic, nonionic, zwitterionic 7 ampholytic 
surfactants, and mixtures thereof;
